TRAGIC CONDITIONS 
IN CHINA AND INDIA 

The following letter was writ¬ 
ten to Rev. S. R. Sheriff from 
Chungking, China, last August by 
Cpl. Shuso Nomura, with the U.S. 
Armed Forces, who formerly lived 
in Sierra Madre with his family: 

"What I have seen in these two 
countries (India and China) 
makes me realize all the more 
how fortunate we are to be Amer¬ 
icans. I don't think we back home 
can get a proper conception of 
how life is lived here. Even the 
chickens, 


The people of Sierra Madre will 
be asked this March to contribute 
to their Red Cross a total of 
$8100, according to word received 
by President R. C. Lewis from 
Verne Simmons, manager of Pa¬ 
cific Area headquarters. 

The announcement was made 
after the news was received from 
National Red Cross headquarters 
in Washington, D.C., that the to¬ 
tal goal for the nation in the an¬ 
nual fund-raising campaign to be 
held next March has been set at 
$180,000,000. 

Thirty-one hundred dollars of 
Sierra Madre's quota will go to 
the Red Cross operations carried 
on here at home. The remainder. 
$5000. will go to the National 
Red Cross so that extensive Red 
Cross overseas and national pro¬ 
grams may be financed and ex¬ 
tended. 

There will be no cessation of 
Red Cross activities this coming 
year. Rather we look for an in¬ 
crease in services throughout Pa¬ 
cific area and throughout the 
country, particularly in the fields 
of hospitalization and home ser¬ 
vice. 

The local War Fund drive will 
be launched March 1, under the 
direction of Dr. A. O. Pritchard. 
War Fund chairman. "The im¬ 
portant thing to remember in re¬ 
gard to the coming appeal for 
funds,” states President Lewis, 
"is that the money you give to 
the American Red Cross is re¬ 
turned to the people in the form 
‘of Red Cross services. When you 
give to the American Red Cross, 
you are sending blood plasma to 
wounded soldiers: you are sending 
a food package to a prisoner of 
war; you are providing advice 
and friendliness by specialized 
persons to servicemen away from 
home, to patients in hospitals, to 
persons afflicted bv sudden dis¬ 
aster. You aren’t just giving to' 
the Red Cross—you are helping j 
your neighbor.”

all on the land, the sea or air.

1943 and 1944 Mrs. Phillip Senour 
and Mrs. Bonnie Stevens helped 
you to assemble and distribute the 
furniture, draperies and rugs 
which you so willingly gave to 
the camps. Many of you had the 
pleasure of working in these day 
rooms and of seeing them 
equipped. Last spring a company 
of boys at Camp Santa Anita sent 
you an SOS for a flag to carry 
with them in battle. They were 
leaving in a few hours—could you 
help? Of course you could, and 
did! Somewhere in the battle 
area your flag carries in its folds 
the friendliness of Sierra Mad- 
reans. The furniture which you 
gave to Camp Santa Anita served 
a splendid purpose so long as the 
camp existed. It was then sent 
on for you to Camp Hueneme 
and is still giving a sense of 
homeness and comfort to boys 
from everywhere. 

The Army asked for Christmas 
boxes for our boys overseas, both 
able-bodied and convalescent, and 
you sent 112 fine packages. May¬ 
be your boy has one of those 
boxes from “our town.” Again, 
in December an urgent call came 
for Christmas boxes for your 
boys who might be on the high 
seas going into combat or return¬ 
ing home. Of course they should 
be remembered, and you did this 
in a royal way! One hundred 
forty-eight beautifully filled and 
packed boxes, some with Christ¬ 
mas notes, were sent, and what 
pleasure we have had in the re¬ 
ceipt of letters from some of the 
boys who "never had a grift like 
that before." These "High Seas” 
boys of ours had Christmas trees, 
too, and all trimmings—wasn’t 
that fine? 

Then, at Muroc Hospital some 
very tiny babies spent their first 
Christmas next door to their dad¬ 
dies who had come home wounded 
Desert-bound they were 


the dogs and cats back 
home have it easier than the com¬ 
mon people of these two coun¬ 
tries. I never imagined that there 
were people who lived so primi¬ 
tively and crudely. It’s a com¬ 
mon sight to see coolies taking 
loads heavier than themselves or 
harnessed to carts in the same 
manner as a beast of burden. 

“As for living conditions, it’s 
really pitiful. In the Orient sani¬ 
tation is a forgotten word or per¬ 
haps never came up. A bar of 
soap would work wonders. Hon¬ 
estly, I don’t think half the peo¬ 
ple have had a bath or a change 
months.

CINARARIAS: Every Spring 
from Eastertime on, when we 
have beautiful Cinararia plants in 
bloom in 6-inch pots here at the 
Nursery, we have customers want¬ 
ing to plant out beds of these de¬ 
lightful shade-loving plants. So, 
I want to remind everyone that 
now is the time to plant out the 
plants so that you will have large 
blooming plants of your own by 
spring. 

To me, Cinararias are synoni- 
mous with Easter. The first Cin¬ 
araria I ever saw was a potted 
one that my grandfather gave me 
when he came to visit our family 
one Easter in a suburb of New 
York City when I was a small 
child. He had bought it at a 
greenhouse In the neighborhood. 
I thought it about the most won¬ 
derful flower that e had ever seen 
and I still think there is some¬ 
thing exceptionally clean and re¬ 
freshing about the Cinararias. 
When the plants are well grown, 
they have large, luxuriant, dark 
green foliage and clear blue, pur¬ 
ple, pink and majestic or varie¬ 
gated colored daisy-like flowers. 

CULTURE: A shady or semi- 
shady place, perhaps the north 
side of a building or under a tree, 
Is the ideal place to plant Cin¬ 
ararias. Or they can be planted 
between Camellias or Azalias as 
a filler. They like soil such as 
ferns would like. Use peat or 
leaf mould and well-rotted ma¬ 
nure. Plant at least 12 inches 
apart. Keep them cool and damp 
but do not over-water. When 
setting out the young plants be 
very careful not to cover the 
crown of the plant with soil. If 
you do, it will rot and die. This 
is very Important.

Back in Two Days 
from Philippines 

Badly wounded doughboys re¬ 
quiring treatment in the United 
States were evacuated from Leyte 
in the Philippines in Douglas 
C-54 Skymasters and landed in 
California in less than two days, 
the AAF Air Transport Command 
revealed today. 

The Skymaster carries from 20 
to 36 litter patients on the long 
over-water flight Flight crews 
are changed during the trip but 
the plane makes the entire hop. 
pausing only long enough to re¬ 
fuel at intermediate stops. 

With the two-day schedule in 
effect and the losing of one day 
in crossing the international date¬ 
line on the way east, many 
American wounded evacuated 
from the Philippines can truth¬ 
fully say they left Leyte yester¬ 
day and landed in California to¬ 
day.
